Deciding Who Will Be In, Out 


The candidates have started 
Staking Out issues they hope 
will propel them into office 
again-or-for the: first time-in 
November. But candidates 
have been slower in proclaim- 
ing what they will do for the 
public if elected because there 
will be no primary. 

The primary would have 
been held on Tuesday, June 7, 
had there been more than two 
candidates for a particular 
office or had there been more 
than six candidates for Colum- 
bus City Council or an issue to 
be voted on. 

Though there will be no 
primary, we can take advan- 
tage of getting a jump on regis- 
tering individuals to vote in 
November. Harold Washington 
acted like the early bird and 
registered thousands of blacks 
in Chicago. The worm Wash- 
ington caught was the Office of’ 
Mayor. 

Do we imitate Washington's 
approach in Chicago because 
we know it is necessary and 
right? Or do wé act like we're 
lethargic and wait until the last 


minute and have to import a 
Jesse Jackson into Columbus 
to draw us a map to the Frank- 
lin County Board of Elections. 

Anyone who is not a regis- 
tered voter can simply go to the 
Board of Elections, 410S. High 
St., any weekday and wait to 
decide who will and won't be 
on the public payroll come 
November. 

So far, itis certain two blacks 
will be‘on the ballot: Jerry 
Hammond, bidding to be re- 
elected to Columbus City 
Council; and Judge J. Alfred 
Glascor, going after another 
term as Municipal Court 
Judge. Another black, Gary 
Holland, has not said whether 
he'll seek re-eiection to the 
Columbus Board of Education. 


You can safely bet none of 
the black candidates will win if 
they don't get BIG support in 
the black community. We can't 
support them unless we are 
registered voters. Nor can we 
decide who will sit in other offi- 
ces,.meaning we won't be in 
control of what happens to us 
when it comes to government.

The women, singled out by Eta Phi Beta 
Sorority, Zeta Chapter of Columbus, then heard a speaker 
applaud the historical tenacity of black women to succeed de- 
spite the odds. 

It takes a lot of strength to manage a family, hold a job and be 
active in the church and other organizations,” said Dr. Gwen- 
dolyn Gilbert, vice president of the Center for Change and Lead- 
ership at the Columbus Urban League. “It also takes a lot of 
strength to put up with our sisters who forget that they are 
African-American because of their salaries, academic levels and 
social status.” 

Strength. No one has more than the blackwoman in America. 
She's had no choice. Always last on the socidéconomic ladder, 
she has had to survive largely on her own endeavors, for she 
didn't have the male-dominated political, civic, social and educa- 
tronal organizations to lobby for-her-speciat concerns. 

There—-have—been-—all-women-organizations in existence for 
years, but only recently have they begun to assert themselves in 
the role of shaping public policy across the board. Columbus has 
not been an exception. Except forthe school board, black women 
hold no public office. Where are black women presidents and 
vice presidents in the corporate sector? 

Black women will achieve success in’these areas, and black 
men should be right with them in pushing for change soon, very 
soon. There are enough public and private sector jobs for more 
women and men in both.

Please provide me 
with the necessary application, 
‘including physical require- 
ment, staffing, legal and bond- 
ing consideration required for 
a Deputy Registrar site.” 

“Upon receipt of this appli- 
cation and submission thereof, 
| shall be happy to provide you 
with a synopsis of my political 
activities and involvement as a 
registered Democrat forthe 
past 20 years,” the letter sta 
in part. 

In the meantime, State Rep. 
Ray Miller, D-Columbus, has 
atso appealed to Ruvolo to use 
the influence of his position to 
resolve the tense Deputy 
Registrar issue. 

Miller, one of 10 black 
members of the Ohio House of 
Representatives, said he dis- 
cussed the proposed issuance 
of three additional Deputy 
Registrars with Ruvolo during 
a meeting at State Democratic 
Headquarters, 88 E. Broad St., 
last week. 

During the meeting, Miller 
said he emphasized that his 
only concern was that blacks 
be seriously considered if the 
three additional Deputy Regis- 
trars are to be appointed. 

Although it had been 
rumored that the hangup in the 
initial selection of Deputy 
Registrars resulted from Miller 
and another prominent black 
Democrat competing for a 
registrar appointment, Miller 
said that was untrue.

Retired Police Detective

Benjamin H. Eddings, a 
retired Columbus City Detec- 
tive who died Friday at the age 
of 90, was eulogized Tuesday 
in the Chapel of McNabb's 
Funeral Home, 818 E. Long St. 

He was believed to have 
been the senior member of the 
Police Department's retire- 
ment roll. Police records show 
that he joined the department 
Jan. 3, 1921, as a foot patrol- 
man. He was assigned to the 
Detective Bureau on Jan. 5, 
1936, retiring with distinction 
on Aug. 14, 1946. — 

During his street - patrolling 
days, he is remembered as a 
dedicated law enforcement 
officer who was highly 
respected by adults and feared 
by children on his beat.
